Maria Theresa, daughter of Ferdinand IV. Fran- 
cis had no less than four wives.

Maria Louies was, at the time 
of ber marriage to Napeleon, the eldest child then 
living of the family, When Napoleon invaded 
Austria in 1809, and planted hus cannon before its 
ancient capital, he was informed that a daughter of 
the Emperor lay sick in the palace, from which 
the rest ef the royal family had made their esenpe. 
Aad when he gave orders to avoid firing on the 
palace, it is probable he little dreamt thet she, for 
whose protection the order was given, was seon to 
be his bride 

Our readers are aware that the divorce of Jose- 
phine was a measure of State pelicy, designed to 
secure an ber to the French throve. Josephine 
having no offspring by Napoleon, imduiged the hope 
that his steptien, hagene Beauharnois, ber own son 
by ber former marriage, would be chosen by the 


son, a favorite of the Emperor, whom he 
no doubt, should be his heir.

A divoree was now talked of. The heartless 
Fenche, wnbidden, had the audacity te propose it 
to Josephine.

TORY OF PERU. 


Mr. Prescott had lost one eye by accident in his 
early youth, and had, by stady, so strained the 
nerve of the other, that he was all but completely 
blind. He at first despaired, but he determined to 
try whether he could make the ears do the work 
of the eyes. He taught his reader, unecquainte:! 
with any language but his ewn, to pronounce the 
Spanish, though not exactly in the accent of the 
court of Madrid. He read at a slow and stamd 
bling pace, while the historian listened with pa. 
fd attention. Practice at length made the work 
easier for both, theagh the reader never understood 
& word of his author. In this way they ploughe: 

He 
fowed at last that he could go over sbout two 
thuds as much in an hour as he could when read to 
im English. The experiment was made, and he 
became convinced of the practicability of subst.ty 
ting the ear for the eye.

THE HOUSE OF ROTHSCHILD. 


The governments of Earope make a great parade 
and weederful display of pempes:ty im relation to 
rewgnang houses. France has its house ef Bourbon, 
Prussia that of Brandenburg, Austria that of Hape- 
berg, and Eagland, after trying a sumber of dynes 
tues, has for two hundred years, been ruled by the 
house of Hanover, represented in a race of Guelpbs. 
All these bouses, and mary more, are sow united 
under the empire of Finance, whereof the seve- 
rege wef the house of Rothechild. The strides 
of that house te empire has been long and Fapid, 
and its foundatrons are more stabie thar 
those of any other reigning family. Bonaparte 
reee rapidly from the leutenancy of the regiment 
La Fere to the command of Furope. A military 
organizaten w not permanent, however. Most of 
the present families have come from as low an 
orwgim as the house of Rothechild, but they have 
been lenger on the journey, end the frame-work of 
ther greatness wae built slowly in the lapse of 
generations, each one of which found the platform 
reamed somewhat. These Guelphs, whereof Mrs. 
Victor Coburg » the most fortunate representa 
teve, hawe been a long time on the way. They 
may be traced beck to the time of Charlemagne; 
and the story runs, es related to us by « mysteri- 
ous viewx moustache, in a gloomy tavern at Osne- 
brick, thus —* In the year 800, lronbrand, Count 
of Altor{, sew an old woman whe had three chil- 
dren at a berth, and thinking this unnetural, be 
called her an adultress. The old woman im ber 
anger retalumted, praying that the Countess Irmen- 
trat might have as many at « birth as there are 
months in the year. Accordingly, while the Coust 
was gone to the chase, his lady was delivered of 
twelve boys; and fearing the anger of ber husband, 
she ordered the maid te take eleven in a basket 
and drown them. On her way she met the Count, 
whe asked her what was im ber basket? She re- 
pled * Guelphs ” (young dogs.) The Count, how 
ever, examined the besket, and from the strength 
and likeness of the boys, knew them for his own 
He educated thém secretly, and when they were 
grown, returned them to the mother. From thet 
tume Guelph has been the family name, and Vie
